RUSSIA. 


A despatch has been received, through the Foreign Office, from 
h H.M. Consul-General at Warsaw, transmitting 
Commercial Show catalogues and circulars relating to a show 
Rooms room of Austrian manufactures which is now 
Warsaw. being organised at Warsaw in connection with 
a so-called “ Austrian-Russian Trading and Transport Company,” 
which has been formed at Vienna with a view more especially to 
romoting the sale of Austrian goods in Russia. The Austrian 
Chamber of Commerce at Vienna intend, it is understood, to give 
the undertaking their support, and thus to take it out of the 
limits of a private company. 

The value of such show rooms, says the Consul-General, is much 
discussed, but the general opinion seems to be that they will do 
much to introduce little known goods to the knowledge of buyers 
in Russia. 

The Consul-General also states that the American Consul 
applied recently to his Government for permission to open a 
show room for American goods in connection with the Consulate, 
as he is convinced that it would lead toa demand for many American 
manufactures which are at present unknown in the district. 

The Consul-General goes on to say that a company has been 
formed at Warsaw to open a permanent exhibition on similar lines, 
but. the matter is still in an initial stage. Ifit be not thought 
worth while to open a special show room for British goods, the 
Consul-General suggests they might be shown in this exhibition 
by individual! firms.

BRITISH TRADE ABROAD. 

South Africa.— Mr. Rowbotham, the recently appointed 
correspondent of the Commercial Intelligence Branch of 
the Board of Trade at Port Elizabeth, writes under date 
6th November to the effect that branches of business otker 
than the provision trade, such as soft goods, hardware and 
building materials, continue depressed and stocks appear heavy. 
Sundry failures are heard of in the building trade in Johannesburg, 
among newcomers principally who have underestimated the cost of 
labour, &c. The money stringency continues, and the banks look 
askance at all new business. 

Regarding the preferential Tariff, Mr. Rowbotham remarks that 
foreign manufacturers of candles are now allowing an extra 24 per 
cent. discount to counteract the Tariff. 

Archangel.—The British Vice-Consul at Archangel, in his 
report for 1902, points out that most orders for machinery now go 
to Sweden or Norway. An order for a complete saw mill 
outfit was placed in Christiania this year. The Vice-Consul 
“One of the principal reasons why orders 
for machinery are not sent to the United Kingdom is that 
British goods are too expensive and too substantial. Buyers 
prefer to purchase more frequently, cheaper and lighter machinery, 
being thus enabled to take advantage of improved methods and 
new inventions as they appear. The omission of British merchants 
to have their catalogues printed in the language of the country, 
and the difficulties presented by our complicated systems of 
coinage, weights and measures, as compared with the metric 
system in vogue in most other European countries, are also 
hindrances to British trade.” (Foreign Office, Annual Series, 3,105.)

AGRICULTURAL DEVELOPMENT IN BRITISH GUIANA. 


The; Official Gazette ” of British Guiana publishes a report by 
on a visit to the 
Pomeroon district, in the course of which it is noted that a fair 
start in the direction of cultivating exportable products other 
than sugar has been already made, as is indicated by the fact 
that 200 acres of land are under cacao, while cocoanut, of 
which a large quantity is at present grown, is being extensively 
planted. Where possible, cacao should, in the opinion of the 
Agricultural Instructor, be extended, the drainage being, of course, 


the Agricultural Instructor of that Colony 


improved. 


lt is a product specially suited to agriculturists of 


small means, as for the first three years good crops of provision 
can be taken from the same ground, which will maintain the culti- 


vator till his cacao trees begin to bear. 


Failures on the part ot 


some who have endeavoured to establish cacao in the past should 
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not deter others from making the attempt, guided by the advice of 
those who are competent to help them, for those past failures are 
generally traceable to some preventible cause, such as unsuitable 
site, imperfect drainage, overcrowding, overshading, &e. 

As a good deal of coffee is already grown’ in the district, and as 
the prevailing prices are low, the extension of its cultivation is not 
advocated, more especially on farms where a large acreage is 
already established. In future planting, the growth of an equal 
quantity of Liberian and of Arabian coffee is recommended, the 
former making up for inferior market value by superior yield, and 
having the special merit of holding their berries after they have 
ripened until they can be picked, and not like the Arabian, 
dropping them as soon as they are ripe. 

The cultivation of rice is greatly on the increase of late years, 
and it is hoped will continue to be so. Of all products this is the 
one for which the coast lands of the Colony are pre-eminently suit- 
able, these lands being fertile, low, and either naturally supplied 
with water or capable of being supplied at little cost. It is in the 
coast districts that the rice farmer should make his home and 
raise his crops, rice not doing so well in the Pomeroon as in these 
littoral districts, the plant tending, in consequence of the special 
richness of the soil, to run to straw and to give inferior quality of 

rain. 

. As already stated, cocoanuts are being largely cultivated. These 
plants require comparatively little trouble and expense, beyond 
the initial cost of establishing them, occasional weeding afterwards, 
and the regular examination of the young plants for the beetle 
which is so great an enemy to them at this stage. 

Considerable development, says the Agricultural Instructor, 
would be necessary before an export trade in fruit would be 
possible. The majority of the people in Georgetown and the 
country eat no fruit at all beyond mangoes and bananas. Oranges 
are often as expensive in Georgetown as they are in England, and 
more so than the imported American apples when in season ; and 
grapes are practically not grown at all. 

Leaving out fruits, there are still the following economic aan 
that might be grown in the Colony :—Nutmeg, kola-nut, vanilla, 
black pepper, pimento, cinnamon, ginger, cardamoms and tobacco, 
some of the best kinds of rubber plants, fibre plants and fodder 
grasses. 

The Agricultural Instructor mentions that there are two or 
three cattle farms of considerable size in the Pomeroon district, 
which are reported to be doing well. 

He is convinced that with energy and a desire for labour, the 
peasant proprietors of the Colony could achieve a large measure of 
success. 
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TRADE BETWEEN UNITED STATES AND BRITISH 
POSSESSIONS. 


The following extracts have been taken from a report on trade 
between the United States and British Possessions, drawn up by 
Mr. E. Seymour Bell, British Commercial Agent in the United 
States, received at the Board of Trade, through the Foreign 
Office :— 

‘‘ As there is every probability that manufacturers in the United 
States will soon be again looking for markets whereto they may 
export their surplus products, it may be as well to bring before 
British manufacturers and shippers in an unmistakeable manner 
the progress that has been made in recent years by American 
shippers in securing a hold of trade in British possessions. This 
is particularly noticeable in certain classes of goods, which from 
the nature of the manufacture ought and could come from the 
United Kingdom. Though the figures in this report may not be 
new to many, they are, perhaps, of sufficient importance to justify 
their being brought forward again so that British shippers may 
study carefully the conditions of those markets which are most 
vulnerable to attack from this side, and more especially those of 
the British Colonies. 

‘‘There has been such an increase in the means of production in 
the United States in order to meet the home demand, that now, 
when the domestic wants are more than supplied, and orders are 
becoming less plentiful, it will be necessary to export the surplus 
manufactures at a reduced price in order to keep the works run- 
ning, or cease to pay dividends almost entirely, and thus bring 
ruin to a very large number of people. 

“That there will be an enormous over-production in this country 
at no distant date there is every indication. During the past three 
years Immense sums have been spent in extending and improving 
works all over the country to enable the manufacturers to meet the 
extraordinary demand for all classes of goods. The demand has 
already commenced to fall off, and when this becomes more pro- 
nounced there will be a congestion of manufactures which must be 
disposed of at almost any price. Jt has been said that the large 
trusts controlling, as they in some cases do, the market will not 
allow prices to fall below a dividend-paying level. That they will 
succeed in doing this is exceedingly doubtful. When there is not 
sufficient demand for their goods in the United States they must 
either shut down or export their surplus, as they have done pre- 
viously. They will certainly make an effort to keep up prices in 
the home markets, as it is there that they make their profit, but 
they will be forced to sell at a greatly reduced price abroad in 
order to compete with other countries. Everything, therefore, 
points to the probability of the ‘dumping’ process being carried 
out to a greater extent than has hitherto been done. 

‘Statistics relating to trade between the United States and the 
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United Kingdom are pretty well studied, but, perhaps, those 
relating to the exports from this country to British possessions are 
not so well known to, nor their extent understood by, British 
manufacturers. 

“From the following remarks they will, perhaps, be able ‘to 
realise the seriousness of the competition they will have to meet 
when the ‘dumping’ precess really begins, and, at the same time, 
see which are the principal goods most likely to offer the greatest 
competition. 

“The year ended 30th June, 1901, has been selected for 
comparison because it was the year when the exports from the 
United States exceeded those of any previous year. In that year 
the value of merchandise exported from the United States 
amounted to 1,487,764,991 dols. Of this amount 189,256,292 dols. 
went to British possessions, or 12°8 per cent. 

“In the year ended 30th June, 1902, the value of exports fell 
to 1,381,719,401 dols., of which 197,993,571 dols. went to British 
possessions, or 14°3 per cent. 

‘“‘ During the last fiscal year the value exported was 1,420,138,014 
dols., of which 222,854,847 dols. went to British possessions, or 
15°7 per cent. 

‘From this it will be seen that while the value of merchandise 
exported from the United States has decreased about 4°6 per cent., 
comparing 1903 with 1901, the value of goods exported to British 
possessions has increased about 17°6 per cent. 

“The following table shows the distribution -of merchandise 
exported from the United States to British possessions during the 
12 months ending 30th June, 1901, 1902, and 1903 :—

“ This shows that the exports from the United States to British 
possessions have increased in a greater proportion than those from 
the United Kingdom. 

“ The above figures refer, of course, to total exports. According 
to the Bureau of Statistics, 29°3 per cent. of the total exports from 
the United States are products of manufactures. This, however, is 
much too low a percentage as regards British possessions, and too 
high as regards the United Kingdom, as the former take a much 
smaller proportion of agricultural produce than the latter. The 
percentage of manufactures exported to the United Kingdom is 
about 18 per cent. of the total exports sent there, and to British 
possessions about 50 per cent.

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COMMERCIAL CONDITIONS IN POLAND. 


A VISIT TO CZENSTOCHOWA AND LODZ. 


A despatch has been received at the Board of Trade, through 
the Foreign Office, from H.M. Consul-General at Warsaw, enclos- 
ing a report embodying commercial information gathered whilst 
on a visit to Czenstochowa and Lodz in October last, from which 
the following extracts have been made :— 

‘The textile industry in Poland, the chief centres of which are 
Czenstochowa and Lodz, has been doing very well lately, and 
promises well for the next few months, at any rate, thanks chiefly 
to the good harvest in the south of Russia, which means an 
increased demand. 

‘One hears a great deal of Czenstochowa as a rival to Lodz, 
both on account of its being nearer to the coal mines, of labour 
and land being cheaper, and of its plentiful supply of good water, 
which is the great want at Lodz, and it is a fact that, for these 
reasons, Czenstochowa is much more advantageous for spinning 
and plain weaving works, but, so long as the trade centre of the 
textile industry in Poland remains at Lodz, the manufacture of 
fancy goods, both cotton and woollen, must be there also, as this is 
to them of greater importance than cheapness of labour and coal, 
of which they require less. The newly opened railway from 
Czenstochowa to Herby on the German frontier is and will be of 
little use until it is allowed to connect with the German railway 
system and the gauge is made the same as that of one or the other 
railways with which it is made to connect. 

‘The jute industry at Czenstochowa is doing very well, and 
extensions have been recently carried out, the machinery, except 
engines, being brought from Great Britain. Worsted spinning is 
also satisfactory and extending. The iron industry is reviving 
from the recent depression, and all other industries are doing well. 

‘‘T have many times written as to the necessity for British firms 
to cut down unnecessary weight of machinery, and I was glad at 
Czenstochowa to hear of a British firm who recently obtained an 
order for a press for baling raw textile materials, in the face of 
strong foreign competition, by replacing heavy cast-iron parts by 
wrought steel, which reduced the cost of the press here by the 
great saving effected in the carriage and duty. 

“There would appear to be something to be done in this dis- 
trict in pigs and their produce. A couple of years ago a British 
company was formed to start a bacon factory near Warsaw, and 
came to the conclusion, after enquiries on the spot, that the under- 
taking would be very profitable, but the proposal fell through on 
account of personal dissensions amongst the members. The 
Germans have now taken the matter up, and are proposing to start 
a large slaughter-house for pigs for export at Windau. Enquiries 
show that a regular supply of from 500 to 1,000 pigs a week may 
be obtained within a reasonable distance of factories placed at cer-

tain points in the district, whilst two firms are exporting tripe to 
Great Britain, the one raw, and the other cooked. 

“ As at Czenstochowa, the textile trade at Lodz is doing very 
well. The woollen trade has been very good indeed during the 
last few months, and at the present time (October) all the mills 
are doing very well. 

“ Cotton spinners and manufacturers have been fully employed 
all this year, but owing to the high price of cotton the profits have 
not been considered satisfactory. Still, one does not hear of any 
firm failing to pay a dividend of some sort ranging from 6 to 25 
per cent. ; 

“What cotten spinning machinery has been imported into this 
district this year has all come from England. 

‘Most of the American cotton used in this district is purchased 
in Bremen, and it appears that the quantity got through Liverpool 
firms is on the decline, the sole reason for which is that the 
German houses give easier terms than the Liverpool firms care to 

ve. 
“ It is the old story, the Germans have made up their minds to 
get the business, and the only way by which they could break in 
was by giving more credit, and they did so. 

“ No bankruptcies have taken place in this district this year, 
and at present everybody is doing well on account of the good 
harvest in South Russia.” 
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MINERAL OIL INDUSTRY OF GERMANY. 


The Board of Trade have received from the Foreign Office a copy 
of a despatch from H.M. Consul-General at Hamburg, transmitting 
a report prepared by him on, the production of mineral oil in 
Germany, from which the following particulars have been ex- 
tracted :— 

The localities where mineral oil was found as long ago as the 
twelfth century, and where the same wells mostly still exist, are 
situated on a line—the so-called “oil-line”—extending from 
Verden to Brunswick, the most noteworthy places being Wietze, 
Steinférde, Oberg, Oelsburg, Oelheim, and others. 

With regard to the depth that has to be reached in order to find 
oil, the so-called first ‘‘ oil horizon” is found at Wietze at a depth 
of between 130 to 196 feet, and in other localities at a somewhat 
greater depth. When the oil at this depth is exhausted, deeper 
borings have tobe made. In Galicia a second “ oil horizon ” is often 
found at a depth of 656 to 984 feet; and still deeper borings, viz., 
to 1,960, and even to 2,850 feet, have been made there, and have 
struck very productive oil beds. In Galicia, indeed, experts are 
stated to be all of the opinion that the deeper the borings the better 
are the results as regards oil. 

It is stated that there are many distinct signs pointing to the 
widespread presence of oil in the Province of Hanover, and that it 
might be concluded that at least 80 million barrels of mineral 
oil were to be found there. Up tothe present the total production 
has, it is stated, reached.about five to six thousand tons only per 
annum; but avery considerable increase in the annual yield is 
looked forward to for the future. 

The quality of the mineral oil found at Wietze differs according 
to the different boreholes whence it is taken; and also according 
to the depth at which the oil is found. ‘The oil is of two kinds, 
viz., either of a heavy, or of a lighter sort. The latter is at present 
found at the greatest depths. ‘The heavy oil is of a brownish- 
black colour and quite thick, and looks more like tar than like 
petroleum ; it contains 4 per cent. of benzine, 10 per cent. of 
petroleum, about 60 per cent. of lubricating oil, and 20 per cent. 
of tar. The lighter oil contains about 4 per cent. of benzine, 
25 to 30 per cent. of petroleum, 45 per cent. vaseline oils, and 
10 per cent. of tar (or goudron). 

Large refinery works are at present being erected at Linden 
near Hanover for distilling the mineral oils produced chiefly at 
Wietze. 

It may be observed that almost the entire quantity of 
lubricating oil required by the German railway companies for 
greasing purposes, is supplied by the Wietze oil wells.

French calendars, bound.—Calendars printed exclusively m. the 
French language, having a page devoted to each month and show-. 
ing the day, week, and saints’ day or holiday falling on each day, 
are free of duty under paragraph 502 of the Tariff. . It is not 
necessary that books or pamphlets should contain connected 
sentences to fall within that paragraph. Ifsuch articles be printed: : 
matter in book or pamphlet form, and be exclusively in a language: ” 
other than English, they fall within paragraph 502. 

Non-metallic magnesium tips or rods used for holding incan- 
descent mantles in position are dutiable as unenumerated manu- 
factured articles under section 6 of the Tariff at the rate of 20 per 
cent. ad valorem. 

Product of American fisheries.—Fish taken at the Bay of Islands, 
Newfoundland, by an American vessel, under a. license from the 
Canadian Government, with the assistance of men, boats, and gear 
hired for the purpose, are entitled to free entry under paragraph 
626 of the Tariff as the ‘* product of an American fishery.” 

Certain portfolios made up of loose, unbound sheets, comprising 
heliographic pictures and pages of letterpress in the German 
language, contained in a pasteboard cover bearing the title, 
are not entitled to free entry under the provisions of paragraph 502 
of the Tariff for “books and pamphlets printed exclusively in 
languages other than English,” but are dutiable as printed matter 
at the rate of 25 per cent. ad valorem under paragraph 403. 

Squirrel skins sewed together, with a temporary muslin lining 
intended for the purpose of holding the skins in place and protect- 
ing them, which is removed before they are finally cut to pattern 
to be used in making or lining garments, are dutiable at the rate of 
20 per cent. ad valorem, as ‘‘ furs, dressed on the skin but not 
made up into articles,” under paragraph 426 of the Tariff, and not 
as “‘ manufactures of fur” under paragraph 450. 

Paper hats, varnished.—Hats made of paper and coated with var- 
nish are dutiable as manufactures of paper under paragraph 407 of 
the Tariff at the rate of 35 per cent. ad valorem. The fact that the 
varnish is of greater value than the paper does not alter its classi- 
fication, as the material still remains paper and is dutiable as such. 

Duplex lithographic transfer paper, a species of paper made of two 
layers of paper, the lower being plain and the upper coated with 
gum, is not dutiable as surface-coated paper or a manufacture of 
paper, but is dutiable under paragraph 402 of the Tariff, as paper 
not specially provided for, at the rate of 25° per cent. ad valorem. 

Wood pulp manufactured in Canada from pulp-wood cut in that. 
country is subject to a countervailing duty,in accordanee with.;: 
paragraph 393 of the Tariff, at the rate of 25’ cents. per ton of .

UNITED KINGDOM.

anim verified by one of the persons qualified to 
recommend applicants for passports, who shall also certify that the 
applicant is a fit and proper person to receive a passport. 

With this view, Forms of Declaration (Form A for adults, and 
Form B for children under the age of 14 years) have been prepared, 
and will be required to be filled up by applicants for passports on 
and after the lst January, 1904. 

Persons to whom passports have already been issued may, 
however, at any time exchange these for new passports in the 
manner provided by paragraph 6 of the regulations printed at the 
back of the declaration.

RUSSIA. 


A despatch has been received at the Foreign Office, from H.M.

* With a view to developing and facilitating 
the commercial relations of Russia with the Danube States, the 
Russian Danube Shipping Company have decided to engage in 
commercial operations in the sale of goods for account of their 
owners, and with this object to commence operations for advances 
for commission on agreement with owners of goods. The company 
have further decided to undertake the clearance of goods from 
Customs duties when so instructed by the owners. Commercial 
agencies have been opened by the company at Bucharest, Sophia, 
and Belgrade. By special arrangement with persons engaged in 
trade and industry, it is proposed to place on show in the Danube 
agencies, patterns, price lists, and trade notices of commercial 
products, in addition to opening exhibitions of all classes of 
foreign goods. The company will give advances upon grain 
cargoes loaded on barges, and on such as are warehoused.” 


AUSTRIA-HUNGARY.

Trieste for Durban, touching Brindisi, Port Said, Suez, Aden, 
Mombasa, Zanzibar, Delagoa Bay. It has also been decided to 
increase the speed to 124 knots. This increased speed will shorten 
the voyage by three days both ways. For this line the steamers 
“ Africa,” ‘‘ Cleopatra,” and “ Koérber ” will be employed. 

The principal Austrian articles exported to East Africa are: 
flour, sugar, potatoes, beer, wine, preserved goods, ready-made 
clothes, socks, wood and iron furniture, glassware, earthenware, 
enamelled ware, matches, cement, iron nails, paper, cotton ware, 
iron ware, machinery, &c. From recent reports received from 
Africa, it seems that all these Austrian goods are in great demand 
and can compete with German and English goods. 

These steamers on their return voyages will touch the German 
port of Tanga in Hast Africa. . | 

It is said that the Austrian Government will increase their 
subvention for this line. 





MEXICO.

terminus, as important discoveries of the ores of nickel, cobalt, 
silver and arsenic have recently been made in that region. Some 
of the ores seem to be different from those previously discovered 
in any quantity. For example, the Kupfer-nickel, which contains 
about 44 per cent. of nickel, and which hitherto has been found 
only in the form of a few small specimens, seems to exist, judging 
from surface indications, in commercial quantities.

With reference to the notice which appeared on p. 103 of the 
‘Board of Trade Journal’ for 15th October 
last, a despatch has been received, through the 
aa Foreign Office, from H.M. Minister in Brazil, 
Work Monazitic ©, . ; 
Sand. reporting that tenders for this concession were 
opened on 14th October, in accordance with the 
notice heretofore given (see “ Board of Trade Journal” for 17th 
September, p. 535). These tenders were three in number, viz. :-— 

No. 1 by a local firm at Victoria (Espirito Santo) offering 
70 per cent. of the sale of the produce for five years, and 25,0001. 
if the contract should be renewed for another ten years. 

No. 2 by a Russian engineer resident in Bahia, offering 
50 per cent. of the gross value of the sales for six years, and a 
premium of 5,000/., with a number of conditions: fixed prices ; 
minimum annual shipment; additional payment for yield of 
thorium over 6 per cent., &c. 

No. 3 by the Brazilian representative of a syndicate, offering 52 per 
cent. of the gross, or 80 per cent. of the net profit for eight years, 
on the sands exported, and a premium of 10,000/., subject to 
certain conditions as to minimum prices, &c. 

Three additional tenders are stated to have been presented at 
the Brazilian Legation in London, details of which had not vet 
transpired in Rio, and H.M. Minister was informed that no 
decision could well be come to as to the acceptance or non- 
acceptance of any of these tenders until the end of November. 

Meantime, the question of the right of the States or of the 
Federal Government to the monazite sands on the foreshore is 
being considered by the Supreme Tribunal, and the opinion of 
most people concerned in the matter is that the decision will be 
given in favour of the States.

Government in each case. The period of freedom from payment 
of export duty may be increased to ten years in the case of such 
new product in regard to which the planter can prove, to the 
satisfaction of Government, that he has introduced or been instru- 
mental in introc ucing into the Federated Malay States the use of 
special machinery necessary: for the preparation of such product 
for the market, and the practical utility of which machinery shall 
be demonstrated to the satisfaction of Government. Hach 
application under the notification will be dealt. with.on its. merits, 
and the Government reserves to itself the right of granting or 
refusing any ap} lication without assigning reason for its action.”

The export of palm oil is a 
very important branch of African commerce, but: the primitive 
manual processes of extraction employed by the natives result, it 
is said, in a loss of-two-thirds of the oil contained in the nuts. 
Coionial Governments generally have sought, hitherto without 
success, an efficient machine for extracting the oil. Recently the 
‘¢ Kolonial Wirtschaftliches Komitee” offered a prize to the 
inventor of such a machine. German manufacturers have taken 
part in this competition, and the prize has been adjudged to a 
Berlin firm of machine manufacturers, named Haake. By means of 
the Haak» machine the yield of oil is more than doubled. The 
nuts contain on an average 22 per cent. of oil. It is said that 
under native methods only 7 per cent. of this is collected ;. by 
means of the new machine the yield is increased to 15 or 18 per 


cent. 





CONGO FREE STATE. 


A despatch has been received at the Foreign Office, from H.M. 
Cotton Minister at Brussels, relative to proposals made 
Cultivation by the Belgian Cotton Association for the intro- 
duction and expansion of cotton cultivation in 

the Congo. It is now reported by the Congo Government that 
active measures are being taken with a view to the development 
of the industry in the Free State by means of a careful selection 
and distribution of the most suitable varieties of cotton seed.

ORANGE RIVER COLONY. 


Referring to the notice on p. 345 of the “ Board of Trade Journal” 
er of 19th November giving the import and export 
P figures of the Orange River Colony for the year 

Export Trade. ended 30th June last, the Commercial Intelli- 
gence Branch have now received from Mr. Meiring, Collector of 
Customs, Bloemfontein, a copy of his report on the trade of the 
Colony for the year named. In this report the Collector remarks 
that the imports into the Colony for the year under review show an 
abnormal increase over those of the previous year. This increase 
is not due so much to an extraordinary commercial activity, or to 
the provision for the legitimate requirements of trade, as to the 
overstocking consequent upon the general expectation that at the 
conclusion of peace all the military forces would remain in the 
country for at least another 12 months, and the execution of 
long-standing orders which had ‘already been supplied from else- 
where. Stocks all over the country are therefore exceptionally 
heavy, while the purchasing power of the community has been con- 
siderably reduced by drought, cattle diseases, and failure of crops. 
The natural result will be a general depression, the closing of 
several places of business, and a marked decrease during the cur- 
rent year in the value of imports and the revenue derived from 
Customs dues. 

Referring to the export figures relating to wool and mohair, Mr. 
Meiring writes that it would be a fallacy to suppose that sheep 
farming has recovered to the extent of being able to produce and 
export wool and mohair to the value of over 114,000/. ‘This wool 
and mohair represent the produce of the first year of the war which 
was stored on some of the farms and in the towns and villages of 


the Orange River Colony.

MOROCCO. 


A despatch dated 24th October has been received at the Foreign 

Office from H.M. Consul at Dar-al-Baida, 

the Moorish — to the depreciation of the Moorish 

Dollar. ollar, in which he states that for many years 

the Moorish local dollar has been equal ‘in 

value to the Spanish coin of the same denomination, and thus the 

Moorish Government have made a profit on their coinage 

equivalent, less the cost of manufacture, to the difference between 
the intrinsic and exchange value of the Spanish dollar. 

Recently the two coins have parted company, the Moorish coin, 
compared to its Spanish rival, having suffered a depreciation in 
value equal to seven per cent. 

The divergence between the two coins has been. caused by the 
circulation of a new Moorish coinage at the moment when both 
the Government and the merchants generally require to remit 
large sums to Europe. The difference between the two coins is 
likely to expand rather than contract during the next six months. 


MEXICO. 


The Mexican Official Journal of 17th October publishes the text of 
a concession which has been granted to a trader 
for the exploitation in the Territory of Quintana 
Roo of mahogany, cedar, and dyewoods, as also 
timber for construction, and for the extraction 
of gums and resins. 

In this connection H.M. Minister at Mexico City points out, in 
a despatch to the Foreign Office, that the employment of boats and 
larger vessels on the Rio Hondo, on the left bank of which a 
portion of the land under contract is situated, will be necessitated, 
thereby benefiting that part of British Honduras situated on the 
opposite bank of the river. 


CHINA—MANCHURIA. 


According to the “‘ Gazette of Trade and Industry,” published under 
the auspices of the Russian Ministry of Finance, 
the administration of the Chinese Eastern Rail- 
way are taking steps to promote the sale of 
Russian goods in Manchuria. Owing to the 
efforts of the Railway Administration, new 
markets have been found for various Russian 
coods. e.g., smallwares, boots and shoes, hats, leather goods, &c. 
lt is also stated that an order was placed with the Administration 
for about 300,000 pouds of Russian molasses, which are used by the 
Chinese in the manufacture of a certain kind of sweetmeat.

REPORTS OF BRITISH CHAMBERS OF COMMERCE. 





Huddersfield—The Council of the Huddersfield Chamber of 
Commerce, at the monthly meeting, held on 24th November, con- 
sidered a declaration by the Nottingham Chamber of Conmerce 
that the proposed Austro-Hungarian, German, and Russian Tariffs 
affect the lace trade of Nottingham to a very serious extent, and 
that the Government should be asked to take steps to regain their 
power of negotiating, and to meet foreign Governments with the 
same arms with which the latter were injuring the trade of 
Nottingham. 

It was decided to inform the Nottingham Chamber that the 
Huddersfield Chamber had already passed a resolution in favour of 
a full enquiry into the fiscal relations of this country with foreign 
countries.

Bradford.—The monthly meeting of the Council of the Bradford 
Chamber of Commerce was held on the 25th November, with Mr. 
A, Crabtree (president) in the chair. Representatives of the 
Chamber were appointed to take part in a conference appointed 
to consider the desirability of amending the “ Factory Workshops 
Act, 1901,” and, the ‘* Workmen’s Compensation Act, 1897.” 

The new wool weaving and wool combing rules drawn up by 
representatives of the Chamber and of various trade associations 
were agreed to with certain amendments, and the secretary was 
directed to send the amended rules to the Home Office for 
approval. 

In reply to a complaint from the Chamber as to a duty having 
been imposed and fines inflicted in the case of tops imported into 
Belgium, a letter was read from the Foreign Office to the effect 
that tops were not legally liable to the duty, and that the fines 
inflicted had been remitted. 

It was resolved to approach the Home Office with a view to 
obtain a return respecting the number of.looms and spindles em- 
ployed in the Bradford trade. 

The reports of the delegates to the Montreal Congress were then 
received. 


Halifax.—The monthly meeting of Halifax Chamber of Com- 
merce was presided over on 25th November, in the, absence of the 
president (Mr, C. Holdsworth), by Mr. J. H. Murgatroyd (senior 
vice-president), when it was mal “That in the opinion of this 
Chamber an alteration of the law is desirable, making it 
an offence, punishable by fine or imprisonment, for any 
debtor against whom an action for money demand has been 
commenced and process served upon him to change his 
place of abode without first giving to the creditors or the 
Registrar or Clerk of the Court notice in writing of his new 
aldress, and that the Associated Chambers be asked to take this 
matter up with a view to legislation.” ‘The Chamber agreed to 
refer the matter to the General Purposes Committee for con- 
sideration.

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THE COMMERCIAL INTELLIGENCE BRANCH 


OF THE 


BOARD OF TRADE. 


The Intelligence Branch of the Commercial Department of the Board 
ef Trade was established in 18YY, in consequence of a report by a Depart- 
mental Committee, with a view to meet the constantly increasing demand 
for prompt and accurate information on commercial matters, so far as it 
can be met by Government action. It is intended to be a centre at which 
information on all subjects of commercial interest shall be:collected and 
focussed in a form convenient for reference. In addition, it is the duty 
of the Branch, as far as circumstances permit, to afford information in 
reply to all enquiries on commercial matters which may be addressed to 
it, whether written or verbal. 

The office is temporarily housed at No. 50, Parliament Street, 
London, S.W., and (subject to the Comptroller-General of the Commercial, 
Statistical, and Labour Departments of the Board of Trade) is under the 
direction of Mr: T. Worthington. The Intelligence Branch endeavours, 
on application bemg made to it either personally or’ by letter, to supply 
information with regard to the following subjects, viz. :—Commercial 
Statistics: Matters relating to Foreign and Colonial Tariffs: Excise and 
‘Consumption ”’ Duties: Port, Harbour, and Tonnage Dues, and other 
Charges on Shipping: Customs Regulations: Consular Fees: Forms of 
Certificates of Origin: Regulations concerning Commercial Travellers: 
Trading Licences: Foreign and Colonial Contracts open to Tender: 
Foreign and Colonial Bounties: Lists of firms abroad engaged in 
particular lines of business in different localities; &c.; &c. 

In consequence of the transfer of the Imperial Institute to the Board 
of Trade from the beginning of the present year, the work formerly 
carried on by the Commercial Intelligence Offices of the Imperial Institute 
is now conducted by the Commercial Intelligence Branch of the Board 
of Trade. The question of transferring the headquarters of this Branch 
from Westminster to the City is receiving the attention of the Board of 
Trade, and'meanwhile verbal enquiries may be addressed to the Branch 
through the Temporary Enquiry Office which has been opened in the City 
Branch of the Imperial Institute at 49, Eastcheap, E.C. 

The Commercial Intelligence Brauch is also in communication with 
the Imperial Institute at South Kensington, of which Professor Wyndham 
Dunstan, F.R.S.,. has been appointed director by the Board of Trade. 
Among the branches of work in charge of Professor Dunstan are the 
scientific investigation of the economic products of the British Empire 
with a view to their commercial utilisation, and the superiatendence of 
the arrangement and classification of the Collections of these products 
which are‘ exhibited at the Institute. From time to time samples and 
specimens of.raw.and manufactured products will be shown in the sample | 
room at the City Branch. 

The “ Board of Trade Journal” is the principal medium through 
which intelligence collected by the: Commercial Intelligence Branch and 
intended for general infermation is conveyed to the public. The 
“ Journal ” is naw issued weekly at the price of ld. In future, periodical 
supplements to the “ Board of Trade Journal” will be issued, containin 
caforniation and reports bearing on the work carried out in the Imperial 
Institute at South Kensington.
